A  beautiful  story  is  told  of  one  of  the  saints  of  olden  times, 
who  gave  his  whole  life  to  loving  service  for  others,  in  a  struggle 
to  alleviate  the  misery  in  the  midst  of  which  he  lived.  Hun- 
dreds flocked  about  him,  coming  by  night  as  well  as  day  to 
beg  for  his  advice,  his  assistance.  At  last,  utterly  overwhelmed 
with  his  work,  he  felt  he  must  have  a  few  hours'  rest  or  fall 
under  the  bufden.  Going  to  his  room,  he  called  a  faithful 
friend  to  stand  sentinel  at  the  door,  and  said,  "  No  matter  who 
•comes,  do  not  disturb  me ;  I  must  sleep  or  I  shall  die."  Not 
an  hour  had  passed,  when  the  door  was  opened  and  the  weary 
man  appeared,  his  face  pale  as  death,  but  shining  as  if  trans- 
figured by  a  vision.  "  I  have  made  a  mistake,  I  have  made  a 
mistake,"  said  he  ;  "■  if  a  little  child  knocks,  wake  me  at  once." 
Ah,  my  friends,  your  lives  seem,  perhaps,  to  be  already  filled, 
not  only  with  rightful  pleasures,  with  family  duties,  but  also 
with  the  good  works  you  have  already  undertaken  for  others 
and  yet — and  yet— a  little  child  is  knocking  at  your  door,  a 
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suffering  and,  perhaps  but  for  you,  a  friendless  baby,  whose 
relief,  nay,  whose  life  itself,  must  depend  upon  your  help. 

Nine  years  ago  the  Babies'  Wards  were  founded.  They 
were  the  first  institution  opened  in  this  city,  and,  as  far  as  we 
know,  in  the  country,  for  the  free  medical  and  surgical  care  of 
infants,  apart  from  adults  or  older  children.  Since  then,  another 
and  excellent  Babies'  Hospital  has  been  opened  up-town,  but 
we  still  have  the  great  responsibility  of  being  practically  the 
only  hospital  for  this  work  below  50th  street,  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  vast  tenement-house  population  of  the  lower  part 
of  the  city.  Even  yet,  the  work  accomplished  here,  and  its 
absolute  necessity,  are  little  known  by  the  general  public,  on 
whom  we  must  depend  for  our  support.  And  so  once  a  year 
we  offer  to  you — and,  through  you,  we  hope  to  your  friends — 
not  a  mere  medical  report,  which  has  already  appeared  in  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Post-Graduate,  but  the  story  of  the 
Babies'  Wards,  of  our  hopes,  our  aspirations,  our  successes, 
nay,  even  of  our  failures— because  those  failures  have  come,  we 
can  but  feel,  from  our  very  lack  of  means  to  procure  what  was 
sometimes  of  vital  importance. 

And,  first  of  all,  we  would  express  our  warmest  gratitude  to 
those  friends  of  suffering  childhood  whose  loyal,  self-sacrificing 
service  during  the  past  year  has  alone  made  possible  the  splendid 
work  which,  we  honestly  believe,  has  been  accomplished  in  these 
Wards.  To  our  medical  staff,  men  of  high  standing,  of  wide 
experience,  whose  every  moment  is  precious,  who  have  freely 
given  their  time,  thought  and  skill  for  the  best  treatment  of  our 
little  patients  ;  to  our  house  physicians,  who  have  so  cheerfully 
and  promptly  responded  to  our  many  calls,  made  upon  them 
day  and  night ;  to  our  nurses,  whose  tender,  conscientious  and 
intelligent  nursing  has  supplemented  the  doctors'  work,  and  to 
the  members  of  our  various  Sub-Committees,  through  whose 
invaluable  assistance  alone  has  the  support  of  these  Wards  been 
secured.    Many  of  them,  full  of  engagements  of  every  kind, 
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have  made  real  sacrifices  to  devote  themselves  to  the  service  of 
these  little  ones.  They  have  given,  not  only  their  time,  their 
money,  but,  best  of  all,  themselves. 

Three  hundred  and  one  babies  have  been  cared  for  during 
the  past  year  (over  eight  thousand  days  of  Hospital  treatment), 
at  a  total  cost,  including  rent  and  all  Fresh  Air  expenses,  of 
$6,882.60,  an  economical  administration  which  (considering 
the  severity  of  many  of  the  cases,  the  large  number  of  nurses 
necessary,  and  the  surgical  appliances  to  be  provided  for)  has, 
we  believe,  rarely  been  equalled  in  hospital  annals.  This  has 
only  been  possible  through  the  assistance  of  those  faithful 
friends  who  have  themselves  performed  much  of  the  legitimate 
Ward  work,  and  so  enabled  us  to  keep  our  expenses  withih  our 
receipts.  The  first  duty  a  community  owes  is  to  its  children, 
and  we  can  but  believe  that,  if  the  public  knew  our  great  need, 
that  $2,000  more  should  annually  be  raised  for  the  proper 
support  and  growth  of  the  Babies'  Wards,  such  gifts  would  be 
made. 

The  Story  of  the  Babies'  Wards  must  be  an  illustrated  one  ; 
illustrated  by  the  lives  of  the  little  creatures  who  have  been 
sheltered  there,  many  of  them  given  back  to  us,  rescued  from 
the  jaws  of  death  by  the  skill,  the  care  of  doctors  and  nurses  ; 
others  brought  only  to  have  the  last  few  weeks  of  suffering 
alleviated  by  every  appliance  that  ingenuity  or  tenderness  could 
suggest.  You,  perhaps,  may  have  watched  a  dear  one  of 
your  own  fade  away,  and  your  only  comfort  has  been  that 
everything  possible  had  been  done  to  alleviate  the  suffering 
that  it  tore  your  heart  to  witness.  Think  what  many  a  poor 
mother  of  this  city  has  felt  when  she  heard  the  dispensary 
physician,  summoned  to  her  little  one,  say,  "Well,  there's 
nothing  more  I  can  do  ;  make  the  baby  as  comfortable  as  you 
can,"  and  has  known  that  her  dire  poverty  prevented  the  pur- 
chase of  what  might  ease  the  agony  of  those  last  weeks.  The 
Babies'  Wards  exist,  not  only  to  save  lives,  to  overcome  defor- 
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mities,  but  to  give  to  dying  babies  the  comforts,  nay,  even 
some  of  the  love,  that  you  would  give  to  your  own  child. 

Again  and  again  we  have  been  told  that  babies  were  cared 
for  in  some  of  the  general  hospitals  of  this  city,  and  yet  again 
and  again  little  ones  come  to  these  wards  who  have  been  dis- 
charged from  such  hospitals  because  "nothing  could  be  done 
for  them."  Only  a  short  time  ago  poor  little  dying  Eddie 
was  brought  here  by  his  mother,  whose  husband  had  deserted 
her,  and  who  (working  hard  to  support  her  other  little  chil- 
dren) was  utterly  unable  to  give  her  sick  baby  proper  care. 
Emaciated  to  a  degree  painful  to  wifhess,  though  thirteen 
months  old  weighing  only  lo  pounds;  so  weak  and  sore  that 
any  touch,  except  the  most  tender  one,  was  painful  ;  afflicted 
with  a  disease  impcssible  to  cure,  there  were  still  many,  many 
things  which  could  be  done  to  give  the  poor  little  suffering 
creature  comparative  ease  during  the  last  few  weeks  of  its  life. 
And  yet  this  baby  had  just  been  discharged  from  one  of  the 
wealthiest  hospitals  of  the  city  because  it  was  "a  hopeless 
case,"  and  refused  admission  into  another  for  the  same  reason. 
We  all  realize  the  great  difficulty  which  any  general  hospital 
must  meet  with  in  attempting  to  give  the  needed  care  to  such 
cases.  In  the  Babies'  Wards,  however,  the  word  "  hopeless" 
does  not  exist.  If  the  little  life  cannot  be  saved,  in  spite  of  all 
our  efforts,  we  have  left  at  least  the  "hope"  of  doing  for  one 
of  the  least  of  His  little  ones  what  can  always  be  done  to 
soothe  its  last  days.  Only  a  pencil  held  by  more  gifted  fingers 
than  my  own  could  rightly  draw  for  you  a  sketch  of  one  of  our 
babies  to  illustrate  what  I  have  just  said. 

Several  months  ago  little  nine-months-old  Carrie  was  re- 
ceived into  our  wards.  Her  father  earned  at  a  wood  yard 
scanty  wages,  part  of  which  was  spent  in  drink,  so  that  the 
little  Austrian  mother,  a  girl  herself,  scarcely  understanding  a 
word  of  our  language,  had  barely  $4  a  week  on  which  to  sup- 
port her  family  of  four  persons,  including  two  little  children. 
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Carrie  was  brought  in  suffering  from  a  severe  abscess  in  the 
hip,  the  result  of  a  fall.  Her  blue  eyes,  affectionate  little  wa3  S 
and  unfailing  cheerfulness  won  all  our  hearts.  It  was  a  great 
delight  to  her  to  be  put  in  the  ward  baby-jumper,  while  to  be 
held  cuddled  in  the  arms  of  one  of  our  dear  Sunbeam  Committee 
was  a  source  of  endless  pleasure.  At  first  it  was  thought  she 
could  be  cured,  but  abscess  after  abscess  developed,  and  an 
operation  for  her  relief  showed  that  tuberculosis  was  probably 
undermining  her  whole  system. 

Soon  the  baby-jumper  was  deported,  then  she  could  no 
longer  enjoy  the  tender  holding  of  her  Sunbeam  friends.  As 
the  disease  advanced,  her  eyes  seemed  to  gain  a  deeper  tint  of 
Heaven's  own  blue,  her  little  features  grew  more  and  more 
refined  and  appealing.  No  possible  effort  was  spared  to  save 
her  ;  but  at  last  spasms  came  on,  and  mysterious  symptoms, 
showing  that  the  brain  was  probably  affected,  and  ere  you  lis- 
ten to  her  story,  she  will  be  no  longer  an  inmate  of  the 
"Babies'  Wards,"  but  cradled  in  the  tender  arms  of  Him 
who  watches  over  even  the  falling  sparrow,  and  we  can  rejoice 
that  she  is  where  there  shall  be  no  more  pain. 

But  the  beauty  of  this  picture,  the  light  which  far  outshines 
its  deep  shadows,  is  that,  to  the  last  moment  Carrie  was 
with  us,  everything  that  the  best  skill  of  the  best  physicians 
could  suggest,  everything  that  the  most  tender  nursing  could 
do,  was  done  for  the  relief  of  this  little  baby  of  poor  German 
emigrants,  strangers  in  a  strange  city.  When  we  saw  the  sur- 
geon under  whose  care  she  was,  one  of  the  most  distinguished 
in  New  York,  giving  at  a  single  visit  a  half  hour's  close  study  to 
this  baby  alone,  to  see  what  could  be  done  to  alleviate  a  case 
already  perhaps  "hopeless";  when  we  knew  that  this  busy 
doctor,  at  a  considerable  sacrifice  of  time  and  strength,  was 
paying  "extra"  visits  to  Carrie,  with  the  hope  of  lessening  the 
sufferings  of  that  wearied  little  body,  we  felt  that  the  Babies' 
Wards  were  indeed  approaching  the  ideal  we  had  set  before  us. 
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But  let  us  turn  a  leaf  and  glance  at  some  of  the  illustrations 
sketched  in  brighter  colors.  When  Johnny  H.  was  brought 
in — dear  funny,  jolly,  little  Johnny — he  was  really  over  a  year 
old,  but  so  tiny  and  wasted  a  little  mite  that  he  seemed  only  a 
few  months.  Suffering  with  a  lingering  disease  which  demanded 
constant  and  most  careful  treatment,  he  had  also  a  serious 
trouble  with  his  eyes,  and  his  system  was  enfeebled  by  improper 
nutrition.  It  did  seem  at  first  as  if  he  could  not  be  helped,  or 
that,  even  if  he  could  be  helped,  the  improvement  would  be 
such  a  slight  one  that  life  could  have  little  attraction  for  him. 
But  a  heaven-sent  gift  of  high  spirits — so  seldom,  alas,  seen 
among  the  babies  of  the  very  poor — really  did  seem  to  carry 
him  through  his  troubles.  No  clown  in  a  circus  was  more 
amusing  than  he  as  his  health  improved.  If  you  had  watched 
the  wee  little  fellow  sitting  up  in  bed,  bowing  and  smiling, 
you  would  have  soon  understood  how  he  gained  his  pet  name 
of  "  Crow-ley. "  His  father  was  dead  and  his  poor  mother, 
struggling  and  discouraged,  had  taken  to  drink,  though  loving 
her  baby  dearly.  Gradually,  however,  and  we  can  but  believe 
(as  in  several  other  cases)  at  least  in  part  through  the  kindly 
words  and  advice  she  received  at  the  Babies'  Wards,  she  has 
reformed,  and  when  at  last  Johnny  was  ready  to  be  discharged 
"cured,"  she  had  obtained  a  position  in  an  institution  where 
they  were  ready  to  take  the  baby  for  the  sake  of  the  mother's 
services.  We  believe  that  one  such  case  as  this,  which  involved 
not  only  the  saving  from  probable  blindness  of  the  baby,  but 
the  rescue  from  destruction  of  the  mother  also,  shows  the  value 
of  the  Babies'  Wards. 

An  important  branch  of  our  work  should  be  with  the  par- 
ents. We  have  not  yet  had  sufficient  workers  to  properly 
undertake  this,  but  a  committee  recently  organized  promises 
most  valuable  help  in  this  direction.  We  hope  in  time  to 
make  the  Wards  a  means  of  education,  not  only  to  physicians 
and  nurses,  but  also  to  the  mothers,  who  are  often  so  ignorant 
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that  they  are  not  capable  of  giving  such  care  to  their  little 
ones  as  would  keep  them  out  of  the  hospital. 

LitUe  Lizzie  was  one  of  several  cases  of  opium  poisoning 
which  we  have  had,  where  life  has  only  been  saved  by  the 
immediate  use  of  most  skillful  and  vigorous  measures,  for  the 
help  of  babies  brought  in  apparently  beyond  all  hope.  Her 
father  dead,  her  mother  had  taken  a  place  as  servant,  and 
"  boarded  out"  the  child,  who  had  been  fed  on  paregoric  till 
almost  past  human  aid,  without  the  least  idea  on  the  part  of 
a  kindly  disposed  woman  that  it  was  not  healthy  diet.  The 
most  careful  warning  and  explicit  instructions  will,  we  trust, 
insure  the  future  safety  of  this  promising  little  baby. 

Another  picture,  though  a  tiny  one,  is  that  of  Baby  Cora. 
She  had  . only  seen  the  light  of  this  world  a  few  days,  when  the 
Babies'  Wards  received  her,  and  she  was  starting  in  the  great 
battle  of  life,  where  she  would  need  all  her  powers  to  Win 
through,  with  one  little  arm  hanging  helpless  at  her  side, 
totally  paralyzed.  A  few  weeks'  skillful  treatment,  constant 
and  careful  application  of  electricity,  with  rubbings  and  good 
nursing,  and  she  was  sent  out  "better  than  new,"  and  already 
showing  signs  of  an  energy  which  will,  we  trust,  ensure  her 
victory  in  the  struggle  before  her. 

But  the  volume  increases,  and  we  must  give  you  a  group 
of  vignettes,  as  it  were,  of  our  summer  cases,  when  so  many 
come  to  us  who  must  have  instant  skillful  treatment  or  death 
would  inevitably  ensue,  of  the  tiny,  bright-eyed  Italian  baby, 
only  three  weeks  old  ;  of  two  quaint  little  Syrian  babies, 
brought  in  by  faithful  sisters  of  the  Salvation  Army,  rescued  by 
them,  one  from  a  room  where  its  mother  lay  dying,  one  of  the 
fifteen  inmates  of  a  single  basement ;  of  poor  little  Russian 
Jack,  whose  drunken  father  had  deserted  a  sick  wife  and  baby  ; 
of  seven-weeks-old  Swedish  Olga,  who  came  in  dying,  but  in 
four  days  was  so  well  that  we  hardly  recognized  her;  of  Anna 
and  Peter  and  little  Lavinia — not  nearly  so  long  as  her  name — 
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who  all  yielded  so  rapidly  to  the  proper  care  and  nourishment, 
as  often  the  most  serious  cases  of  summer  trouble  among  chil- 
dren do,  when  taken  at  once. 

And  then  comes  our  army  of  pneumonia  babies.  Some, 
alas,  are  brought  in  when  the  disease  has  taken  such  firm  hold 
on  an  enfeebled  system  that  the  best  care  can  only  make  them 
more  comfortable,  not  save  the  little  one.  And  yet  many  have 
been,  after  careful  medical  treatment  and  most  faithful  nursing, 
sent  out  well  and  strong  again  ;  and  Rose  and  Jessie,  Thomas 
and  Martha,  dear  little  Ernesta  and  many  others,  have  been 
restored  to  their  happy  parents. 

In  a  little  poem  by  one  of  America's  most  distinguished 
physicians,  occur  the  lines  : 

"  The  mother  who  watches 

The  face  of  her  child, 
Saith,  '  Ah,  He  is  with  us. 

The  baby  hath  smiled  ! '  " 

One  of  the  touches  of  pathos  of  the  Babies'  Wards  is  that 
so  many  of  the  children  brought  us  seem  never  to  have  smiled  ; 
and  when,  perhaps,  after  days  of  tender  care,  the  nurse  sees 
the  first  tiny,  wee  smile  creeping  over  Baby's  face,  we  feel  as  if 
the  corner  were  turned,  and  we  might  begin  to  hope.  Poor 
little  Patrick  was  indeed  a  pitiful  case.  Brought  in  for  most 
serious  operative  treatment,  it  was  seen  at  once  that  he  was  in 
far  too  delicate  a  condition  at  present  for  it.  Though  over  two 
years  old,  he  could  neither  walk  nor  talk  ;  with  head  far  too  large 
for  his  body,  and  big  pathetic  eyes,  he  sat  up  in  bed,  looking 
as  if  he  did  not  know  what  happiness  meant.  He  had  never 
been  seen  to  smile ;  but  when,  a  few  days  ago,  his  nurse  re- 
ported that,  as  Patrick  was  taught  to  squeeze  a  rubber  doll, 
during  which  process  a  very  loud  squeak  resulted,  She  heard  a 
faint  little  bubble  of  laughter  for  the  very  first  time,  we  really 
felt  that  Patrick's  case  was  becoming  less  desperate. 

In  order  to  meet  the  growing  work  of  the  Wards,  and  to  re- 
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lieve  somewhat  their  most  excellent  and  faithful  Attending  Phy- 
sician, who  had  given  so  large  a  part  of  his  time  during  the  past 
few  years  to  the  work  of  building  them  up,  it  was  decided  last 
autumn  to  enlarge  the  Medical  Staff  by  the  addition  of  another 
distinguished  specialist  in  children's  diseases,  and  by  the  crea- 
tion of  a  separate  surgical  division.  This  was  placed  under  the 
supervision  of  one  of  the  best  surgeons  of  the  city,  a  man  noted 
not  only  for  his  surgical  skill,  but  also  for  his  tender  and 
conscientious  care  of  the  most  friendless  suflferer.  There  is, 
therefore,  now  to  be  found  in  the  Babies'  Wards  what  is,  as  far 
as  we  can  ascertain,  the  first  Hospital  Ward  ever  opened  in  this 
country  for  the  exclusive  surgical  treatment  of  babies  and  very 
young  children.  Hundreds  of  poor  people  grow  up  hopelessly 
deformed,  whose  lives  are  often  a  misery  to  themselves  and  a 
burthen  on  the  community,  who  might  have  become  strong  and 
healthy  men  and  women  if  they  had  received  surgical  treatment 
at  that  early  age,  when  alone  cure  is  possible.  During  the  past 
year  children  have  been  brought  to  the  Babies'  Wards,  not  from 
New  York  City  alone,  but  from  many  towns  in  Connecticut, 
Massachusetts,  New  York,  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania,  for 
operative  treatment  by  a  skillful  specialist,  such  as  could  not  be 
found  in  their  own  homes.  Many  such  cases  have  been  sent 
back  completely  cured  ;  and  we  believe  that  this  department, 
recently  started,  will,  with  the  proper  facilities  which  we  hope 
to  be  able  to  furnish  in  the  new  Babies'  Wards,  be  a  source  of 
blessing  to  hundreds  of  suffering  children. 

The  word  surgery  has  to  many  a  grim  sound,  but  it  does 
not  always  mean  the  knife,  and  let  me  show  you  that  some  of 
our  surgical  illustrations  are  very  bright  ones.  The  recent  cure 
of  little  Sammy,  satisfactory  as  it  was.  has  left  a  real  gap  in 
our  surgical  ward,  even  though  his  crib  was  at  once  filled  by 
another  occupant.  Sammy  was  a  bewitching  baby  to  all  eyes, 
rosy,  chubby,  full  of  life  and  spirits,  though  for  some  months 
he  was  obliged  to  be  kept  pinioned  in  bed,  not  strapped  on  a 
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cuirass,  but  fastened  in  an  ingenious  way  by  tapes  to  both  sides 
and  the  head  of  his  little  crib,  thus  giving  him  as  much  free- 
dom as  was  possible.  Sammy's  father  is  an  industrious  tailor;  he 
works  hard  and  has  a  comfortable  income  of  $8  a  week;  but 
as  our  Sammy  was  one  of  six  children,  it  may  be  imagined 
that,  as  a  helpless  cripple,  his  life  would  not  be  an  easy  one.  He 
was  threatened  with  that  dreadful  form  of  spinal  disease  which 
produces  hopeless  deformity  for  life,  but  fortunately  he  was 
brought  to  the  Wards  in  time,  and  after  several  months  almost 
complete  immobility,  with  skillful  treatment  and  careful  nour- 
ishment and  nursing,  he  began  to  improve  rapidly,  could  sit 
up  in  a  tiny  rocking  chair,  a  little  later  trot  across  the  floor,  and 
he  has  just  been  discharged,  perfectly  cured,  and  as  gay  as  a 
lark. 

And  then  there  is  Charley,  whose  golden  hair,  red  cheeks, 
and  eyes  sparkling  with  fun,  would  make  such  a  charming  pict- 
ure for  you,  if  he  would  only  keep  still  long  enough  for  even 
an  instantaneous  one.  Brought  in  some  weeks  ago,  his  right 
arm  all  drawn  up  and  stiffened  from  a  frightful  burn,  it  was 
feared  he  would  never  be  able  to  use  it  again.  If  you  will 
reflect  what  it  means  for  the  child  of  poor  parents,  who  must 
earn  his  living  in  the  world,  to  grow  up  without  the  use  of  his 
right  arm,  you  will  rejoice  with  us  that  ttie  wonderful  Thiersch's 
method  of  skin  grafting  has  now  made  possible  the  impossible, 
and,  though  the  bandages  are  not  yet  entirely  removed,  we 
have  every  hope  that  a  lew  weeks  more  will  see  Charley,  not 
more  active  than  he  is  now,  but  at  least  with  capabilities  of 
greater  usefulness. 

One  of  our  most  attractive  surgical  pictures  is  that  of  little 
Mona,  as  it  illustrates  those  cases  where  a  child  has  only  been 
saved  from  an  agonizing  death  by  an  operation  demanding  the 
greatest  skill,  and  by  trained  nursing,  which,  for  the  poor,  can 
only  be  found  within  such  hospital  wards.  Mona  was  a  bright, 
intelligent  child,  living  in  a  town  some  distance  from  New 
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York.  A  few  months  ago  she  was  attacked  with  hoarseness, 
which  gradually  increased  ;  respiration  grew  more  and  more 
difficult,  while  her  strength  fast  failed  under  the  agonizing 
efforts  for  breath.  All  that  her  physician  could  do  to  relieve  her 
was  in  vain,  and  he  brought  her  at  last  to  the  Post- Graduate, 
to  consult  one  of  its  distinguished  throat  specialists,  who  at 
once  placed  her  in  the  Babies'  Ward,  calling  in  the  skill  of  their 
attending  surgeon.  The  little  one  was  then,  with  features 
turned  to  a  deep  purple  hue,  struggling  for  each  moment  of 
longer  life  with  agony  painful  to  witness.  Tracheotomy  was 
immediately  performed,  and  at  once  all  difficulty  of  breathing 
ceased,  and  color  and  life  soon  returned.  Her  larynx  was 
found  to  be  filled  with  a  mass  of  papillomata,  which  was  care- 
fully removed.  A  tracheotomy  tube  was  mtroduced,  and  little 
Mona,  worn  out  by  her  protracted  struggle  for  breath,  fell  at 
once  into  a  deep  and  restful  sleep.  In  four  days  the  tube  was 
taken  out,  and  she  was  able  to  breathe  perfectly  well  through 
the  larynx.  For  some  days  most  careful  nursing  was  needed, 
but  the  tracheotomy  wound  is  now  held  shut  by  a  piece  of 
plaster,  and  will  soon  be  entirely  cured.  She  is  now  sitting  up, 
enjoying  a  doll,  though  still  pale,  and  showing  signs  of  her 
great  suffering,  and  a  few  days  will,  we  hope,  see  her  restored 
to  her  devoted  parents,  who,  but  for  the  Babies'  Wards,  would 
ere  this  have  been  mourning  her  loss. 

We  have  given  you  some  glimpses  of  the  work  which  has 
been  accomplished  during  the  past  year  by  the  Babies'  Wards. 
This  has  been  done  in  a  small  hired  dwelling-house,  old,  and 
crowded  at  times,  without  proper  facilities  for  isolation,  and 
destitute  of  many  appliances  greatly  needed,  whose  lack  has 
only  been  supplied  by  the  expenditure  of  time  and  strength  on 
the  part  of  the  workers,  which  should  have  been  used  for  other 
things. 

Last  spring  the  authorities  of  the  Post-Graduate  decided  to 
erect,  as  soon  as  possible,  the  large  building  necessary  for  the 
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growing  work  of  their  School  and  Hospital.  The  Babies' 
Wards  were  founded,  not  only  for  philanthropic,  but  for  educa- 
tional purposes.  Their  connection  with  the  Post-Graduate 
enables  them  to  be  used  for  the  daily  instruction  of  physicians 
attending  that  school,  coming  from  all  parts  of  the  country, 
hundreds  in  number  each  year.  In  our  Babies'  Wards  these 
men  are  able  to  study  every  phase  of  infantile  disease,  and  to 
watch  all  the  newest  methods  of  treatment.  In  this  way  the 
cure  of  the  child  of  an  Italian  shoemaker  of  New  York  means 
the  cure  of  the  child  of  the  Maine  lumberman,  the  Texas  ranch- 
man, the  Nevada  miner,  nay,  perhaps  of  your  own  child. 

It  seemed  to  us,  therefore,  that  our  clear  duty  was  to  under- 
take to  raise  a  sum  of  money  sufificient  to  construct  and  equip 
such  a  division  of  the  new  Post-Graduate  building,  as,  entirely 
separated  from  the  general  Hospital  and  School  by  proper  wall 
divisions,  should  furnish,  as  nearly  as  possible,  the  ideal  Babies' 
Hospital  toward  which  we  had  been  struggling  ever  since  first 
undertaking  our  work  here. 

Accordingly  on  the  i8th  of  last  March,  a  meeting  was  called 
of  a  few  friends  of  these  Wards,  and  it  was  decided  to  under- 
take to  raise  the  sum  of  $20,000  for  the  construction  of  the  new 
Babies'  Wards.  On  the  9th  day  of  December  the  last  dollar  of 
the  $20,000  was  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  the  Post-Graduate,  and  we  take  this  opportunity  to  ex- 
press our  warmest  thanks  to  all  those  friends  whose  bard  work 
made  this  result  possible.  The  new  Wards  have  been  planned 
with  the  greatest  care;  Children's  Hospitals,  both  in  this  coun- 
try and  abroad,  have  been  visited  for  suggestions,  and  it  is 
hoped  they  may  prove  a  model  for  similar  Wards  which  are 
needed  in  many  other  cities.  We  feel,  however,  most  strongly 
that  our  work  is  not  yet  accomplished.  We  may  construct 
Wards  having  as  nearly  as  possible  the  best  interior  arrange- 
ments, with  proper  provisions  as  to  heat,  light,  ventilation, 
etc.,  but  unless  they  are  provided  with  furnishings  and  appli- 
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ances  of  such  approved  description  as  medical  science  pro- 
nounces necessary  for  tlie  best  treatment  of  infantile  diseases, 
they  are  not  capable  of  the  best  work.  These  Wards  will  be 
visited  by  many  physicians  for  the  purposes  of  study,  and  the 
right  appliances  in  use  there  will  be,  consequently,  the  means 
of  introducing  similar  ones  for  the  alleviations  of  children's 
sufferings  in  many  other  places. 

With  such  an  object  in  view,  we  should  not  grudge  the  ex- 
penditure of  lime,  thought  and  money. 

We  desire  also  to  make  the  new  Babies'  Wards  not  only  a 
Hospital,  but  a  home  where  sick  babies  may  be  placed,  in  the 
midst  of  those  cheerful  and  pleasant  surroundings  which  our 
physicians  pronounce  to  be  a  most  important  element  in  their 
treatment.  It  is  hard  to  realize  the  conditions  of  the  homes 
from  which  many  of  our  babies  come.  The  hardships  of  life 
in  the  stifling  attics,  the  damp  basements,  of  a  crowded  tene- 
ment-house are  sad  enough  to  think  of,  even  in  connection 
with  an  adult;  but  picture  to  yourself  the  misery  of  a  child,  sick 
in  such  a  place.  Oh,  help  us  to  give  to  these  little  sufferers  in 
our  new  Babies'  Wards,  not  only  the  best  treatment,  the  most 
careful  nursing,  but  also  all  those  comforts  which  you  would 
give  to  your  own  baby.  We  trust  that  these  Wards  will  prove  a 
blessing  to  sick  children  long  after  we  have  all  passed  away.  Will 
you  not  enable  us  to  make  them  so  attractive  that  the  weeks 
spent  within  their  sheltering  arms  may  give  each  patient  sufferer 
at  least  one  glimpse  of  happiness  in  its  hard  life?  Let  the  love 
you  pour  out  on  your  own  little  ones  overflow  and  brighten  the 
lives  of  those  who  need  it  so  sorely. 

We  wish  to  raise  at  once  $6,000  for  the  equipment  of  our 
new  quarters.  They  are  to  consist  of  seven  Wards,  varying  in 
size;  an  Operating  Room  exclusively  for  babies;  Kitchens,  Bath 
Rooms,  Isolating  Rooms,  Sun  Parlor  and  Roof  Garden.  Any 
individual  or  society  undertaking  the  furnishing  of  a  Ward  will 
have  the  privilege  of  naming  it  and  having  a  suitable  com- 
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memorative  inscription  placed  on  its  walls.  They  vary  in  cost 
from  $200,  which  will  furnish  one  of  the  charming  little  ward 
kitchens,  to  $i,ooo,  which  will  furnish  our  largest  Medical 
Ward,  holding  twelve  beds,  where  we  hope  many  lives  may  be 
saved  each  year.  Three  of  these  wards  and  the  roof  garden 
have  already  been  promised.  Is  there  not  among  you  some- 
one who,  as  a  memorial  of  a  dear  child  of  your  own,  whose 
short  life  on  earth  seemed  to  have  left  no  trace  outside  the 
home  circle,  will  furnish  and  open  a  ward,  which  would  be  the 
means  of  alleviating  suffering  and  causing  the  name  of  your 
little  one  to  be  held  in  loving  remembrance  for  years  to  come 
Is  there  not  some  mother  who  will  equip  for  us  the  little  ward 
we  desire  for  mothers  and  babies  ?  We  have  had  many  cases 
brought  in  of  nursing  babies,  very  ill,  who,  if  separated  from 
their  mothers,  would  lose  the  chance  of  recovery,  and  yet  we 
could  not  take  them,  as  we  had  absolutely  no  place  for  the 
mother  in  our  crowded  wards.  Think  what  it  would  inean  to 
you  to  be  separated  from  your  own  sick  baby,  and  help  us 
to  provide  a  place  where,  when  a  child's  life  is  at  stake,  we 
may  shelter  the  mother  as  well. 

Even  the  smallest  gift  towards  our  furnishing  will  be  most 
acceptable.  For  the  want  of  a  nail  a  kingdom  was  lost,  and 
the  hot-water  bottle,  bought  with  a  single  dollar,  may,  at  the 
moment  of  need,  be  of  the  most  vital  importance. 

While  we  are  especially  anxious  to  raise  the  money  neces- 
sary to  complete  the  new  wards,  we  would  beg  our  friends  most 
earnestly  not  to  forget  our  other  immediate  needs.  The  Babies' 
Wards  are  for  the  free  treatment  of  children  of  the  very  poor. 
They  depend  entirely  on  voluntary  gifts,  never  having  received 
any  State  aid,  and  as  some  who  usually  give  to  the  annual  ex- 
penses have  this  year  given  instead  to ^  the  building  fund,  our 
present  needs  are  most  pressing.    They  are  : 

I  St.  Vearly  support  of  beds,  to  meet  the  general  expenses  of 
the  Wards.  On  these  depend  the  number  of  children  for  whom 
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we  can  care.  Two  hundred  dollars  will  support  a  bed  for  a 
year,  and  (on  an  average  of  three  weeks'  stay)  it  will  shelter 
during  the  year  seventeen  or  eighteen  little  ones.  Many  of 
the  children  are  brought  for  critical  operations,  which  can  only 
be  performed  by  the  most  skillful  surgeons,  and  which,  if 
done  in  private  practice,  would  cost  large  sums.  Can  $200  be 
better  spent  flian  in  saving  the  lives,  in  alleviating  the  suffer- 
ings, of  so  many  sick  children  ?  Several  of  our  beds  supported 
during  the  past  year  may  be  given  up  for  unavoidable  reasons, 
and  we  earnestly  appeal  for  help  to  replace  them,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  several  yet  unsupported. 

2d.  Annua/  Subscriptions  to  the  Nursing  Fund,  etc.  One 
of  the  largest  items  of  expense  in  a  Babies'  Hospital  must  be 
for  nursing.  It  is  only  when  we  remember  the  care  and  atten- 
tion needed  by  one  sick  baby  in  a  family  that  we  can  realize 
the  number  of  nurses  absolutely  necessary  for  our  Wards, 
where  there  are  often  many  critical  cases  to  be  cared  for  by 
night  as  well  as  day.  We  are  now  giving  to  nurses  already 
trained  for  adult  work,  a  special  course  in  the  medical  and 
surgical  nursing  of  babies,  many  being  deficient  in  this  respect. 
To  do  this  important  work,  we  must  employ  permanent  in- 
structors (head  nurses)  of  ability  and  experience,  which  can 
only  be  done  at  large  expense.  In  view  of  the  possible  ap- 
proach of  cholera,  and  the  certainty  of  next  summer  showing 
a  large  increase  of  choleraic  disorders  among  children,  we  feel 
it  to  be  a  matter  of  life  and  death,  as  it  were,  that  we  should 
add  to  our  nursing  force.  Our  present  expenses  for  this 
branch  of  our  work  are  nearly  $2,000  a  year.  We  need,  at 
the  least,  $500  more.  Will  you  not  help  us  by  putting  these 
facts  before  your  friends,  and  endeavoring  to  secure  annual 
subscriptions  or  donations  for  this  purpose  of  such  vital 
importance?  Checks  should  be  made  payable  to  C.  A. 
Phillips,  Treasurer,  Babies'  Wards. 

3d,  Contributions  of  children's  clothing,  bedding  and  towels. 
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In  our  new  Wards  we  wish  to  provide  for  fifty  children,  and 
desire  to  start  with  everything  new.  We  trust  that  Sewing 
Classes,  King's  Daughters,  etc.,  will  remember  the  urgent 
needs  of  our  babies.  Many  articles  which  are  sent  us,  how- 
ever, are  utterly  unsuitable  for  our  use  as  regards  size,  material, 
etc.  We  must  earnestly  request  that  any  one  willing  to  help 
us  in  this  direction  will  first  write  to  Chairman  "of  Clothing 
Committee,  Babies'  Wards,  222  East  20th  Street,  stating  what 
it  is  proposed  to  make,  when  patterns  and  full  directions  will 
be  furnished,  as  the  physicians'  orders  are  that  certain  specified 
shapes  shall  be  used. 

And,  lastly,  we  need  more  volunteer  workers.  Many  ave- 
nues of  usefulness  open  before  us,  but  to  enter  on  them  one 
must  have  the  service  of  intelligent  women,  young  and  old, 
who,  from  an  honest  desire  to  alleviate  infant  suffering  in  the 
world,  will  give  conscientious  and  regular  help  in  various  ways. 
This  must,  however,  sometimes  involve  real  self-sacrifice,  with- 
out which  no  good  work  can  be  accomplished. 

Special  gratitude  is  due  to  those  friends  who,  during  the  past 
year,  have  given  entertainments  for  the  help  of  our  little  ones. 
A  fair,  held  last  winter  at  the  house  of  Mrs.  Alfred  Edwards, 
provided  for  the  support  during  the  year  of  two  cribs  and  a 
cradle,  most  appropriately  named,  "The  Happy  Thought," 
"The  Easter  Crib,"  and  the  "Lullaby."  Of  the  lives  that 
have  been  saved  through  the  efforts  of  those  who  worked  ta 
make  that  fair  such  a  success,  we  can  give  you  but  a  glimpse. 

A  most  charming  gift  came  from  a  feir  held  by  Miss  Freder- 
ica  Webb  and  friends.  The  proceeds  were  sent  us*  for  "  Fresh 
Air,  and  Special  Comforts  and  Treats  for  the  Babies."  Space 
fails  to  tell  of  the  happiness  that  such  a  gift  has  brought  to  our 
litde  patients  ;  of  the  many  who  were  sent  to  the  country,  pale 
and  wan,  just  recovering  from  some  severe  illness,  and  having 
reached  the  point  where  country  air  alone  would  help,  and  who 

♦Through  Miss  Beiryman. 
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returned  plump  and  rosy  ;  of  the  nightly  treat  of  jelly  for  sup- 
per, which  has  enabled  many  a  little  convalescent  to  take  the 
two  pieces  of  bread  with  such  appetite,  and  which  has  proved 
such  a  comfort  often  when  bitter  medicine  was  to  be  taken  ;  of 
the  Christmas  stockings  it  filled,  the  comfortable  bed-rests  for 
aching  heads,  the  flowers  to  brighten  our  tiny  roof  garden  ;  of 
the  endless  delights,  in  fact,  we  can  but  hint.  The  need  for  the 
strictest  economy  on  our  part  had  made  certain  luxuries  im- 
possible but  for  this  lovely  gift,  and  we  trust  that  those  who 
joined  in  giving  it — many  of  them  little  ones  themselves — will 
realize  the  happiness  it  brought. 

A  pleasant  April  fair,  held  by  our  faithful  friends  The  Merrie 
Makers,  supported  a  bed  in  the  Wards  for  the  year;  and  a 
Musical  Tea,  given  by  the  Thursday  Morning  Sewing  Class,  who 
have  done  so  much  for  the  babies,  supported  a  bed,  and  fur- 
nished a  generous  contribution  for  our  Building  Fund. 

Our  warm  gratitude  is  due  to  the  Post-Graduate  Sewing  Class, 
organized  by  Mrs.  V.  G.  Hall  and  Mrs.  E.  L.  Ludlow,  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  bed-linen  and  clothing  for  the  new  Wards. 
They  have  not  only  made  a  very  large  number  of  garments,  with 
the  promise  of  many  more,  but  have  furnished  the  material  as 
well,  so  that  their  assistance  is  of  the  greatest  value  to  us. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Rev.  Dr.  Huntington,  Grace- 
House-by-the-Sea  opened  its  arms  last  summer  to  receive  a 
number  of  our  little  ones,  who  were  greatly  benefited,  for 
which  our  warm  thanks  are  due.  Our  great  need  is  a  small 
branch  Cottage  Hospital  in  the  country,  to  which  we  could  send 
our  nurses,  and  not  only  convalescents,  but  even  such  severe 
cases  as  from  time  to  time  might  be  found  advisable.  Our 
great  work  in  the  summer  will  always  be  in  the  city,  where  it  is 
so  needed,  but  if  a  generous  friend  could  only  be  found  to 
build  for  us  such  a  cottage,  to  furnish  fresh  air,  not  to  well  but 
to  sick  children,  we  believe  many  lives  might  be  saved. 

Urgent  requests  having  been  made  by  attending  physicians 
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and  surgeons  for  various  appliances  greatly  needed,  and  on 
whose  use  the  life  of  a  baby  often  hangs,  our  devoted  Sunbeam 
Committee  held  a  little  sale  in  these  Wards  on  the  day  of  our 
annual  reception,  and  sent  us  over  $200  for  this  purpose. 
Our  physicians,  however,  full  of  new  plans  for  the  better  and 
more  scientific  treatment  of  babies,  have  already  made  demands 
upon  us  for  apparatus  which  will  cost  double  this  amount,  and 
we  shall  be  glad  of  special  gifts  for  such  needs. 

Our  thanks  are  also  due  for  several  small  entertainments 
given  for  special  objects,  and  highly  appreciated  by  us  all. 

The  Story  has  been  a  long  one,  of  the  plans,  the  needs, 
the  hopes,  of  the  Babies'  Wards.  In  your  hands  we  leave  their 
cause,  with  these  words  of  pleading  from  baby  lips,  from  the 
Hps  of  the  little  children  of  the  poor: 

"  Oh,  the  fathers  and  the  mothers  that  God  gave  us 
Did  for  us  the  very  best  that  they  could  do, 
But  they  perished  with  their  over- work  and  sorrow. 
And  we  turn  from  their  dead  faces  unto  you. 
Will  you  snatch  us  from  the  dreadful  tooth  of  sickness. 
From  the  sharper  tooth  of  poverty  and  sin  ? 
Will  you  lead  us  from  this  fearful  outer  darkness 
To  the  light  which  evermore  doth  shine  within  ? 
If  you  will,  oh,  men  and  women,  we  will  bless  you. 
And  the  children  that  God  lets  you  call  your  own 
Shall  reward  you  with  their  tender  baby  murmurs 
For  not  leaving  us  to  perish  here  alone."

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APPENDIX. 

Articles  of  clothing  specially  needed  at  Babies'  Wards  : 

Flannel  or  worsted  skirls  for  children  from  six  months  to 
four  years  old.  These  must  have  high  necks  and  long  sleeves. 
Shoes.  Stockings,  both  woollen  and  cotton.  Diapers.  Flannel 
bands.  Towels.  Knit  or  crocheted  a/ghans,  blue  or  pink, 
34  X  40  inches.  Short  dresses  for  children  from  one  to  four 
years.  They  should  be  simply  made,  of  gingham,  pink  or 
blue,  plain  or  striped. 

Sacques  of  warm  outing  flannel,  for  children  from  two 
weeks  to  four  years  old.  They  should  have  four  buttons  down 
the  front,  and  sleeves  long  enough  to  cover  the  child's  hand. 

Wrappers,  of  warm  outing  flannel,  should  be  buttoned  the 
whole  length  of  front,  and  have  sleeves  long  enough  to  cover 
the  child's  hand.  Both  wrappers  and  sacques  to  be  made  of 
pink  or  blue,  striped  or  figured. 

Pads,  27  inches  square,  of  thin  unbleached  muslin,  with  an 
interlining  of  cotton  batting,  firmly  quilted  in. 

Coverlets,  i  yard  wide  by  i|  yards  long,  of  white  cheese 
cloth,  with  double  interlining  of  cotton  batting.  They  should 
be  button-holed  round  the  edge  and  caught  down  with  red  or 
blue  washing  crewel. 

It  is  earnestly  requested  that  those  willing  to  make  gar- 
ments for  the  babies  should  write  first  to  Chairman  Clothing 
Committee,  Babies'  Wards,  222  East  20th  Street,  who  will  fur- 
nish patterns  for  garments  needed.
